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WATER HEATER CONTROL 


“One of the biggest problems I 
have to face,” said the manager of a 
transfer company, “is that everybody 
wants to move at the same time. If 
we could only arrange to have the 
moving period spread over several 
weeks, instead of a few days, we 
would not have to purchase new 
equipment which will stand idle after 
the rush season is over. Thus expenses 
would be reduced and the public 
given better service at lower cost.” 

The same story applies to many 
other businesses rendering service to 
the public. Telegraph and telephone 
companies offer special night rates to 
help spread the heavy daytime use 
into the evening hours when the wires 
are carrying comparatively few mes¬ 
sages. 

Street car companies ask you to 
shop early to avoid the 5 o’clock rush. 

Holiday resorts entice you, through 
reduced tariffs, to spend your vaca¬ 
tion in' the early summer or fall 
months. 

Many industries, in order to take 
full advantage of the use of their 
plant equipment, have their employees 
work three shifts so as to keep the 
machines revenue-producing for the 
full 24 hours per day. 




The big problem in modern business 
is how to give good service to the 
public without spending large sums 
of money on plant extensions or new 
equipment which will only be used for 
an hour or two each day. 

Electric Utilities are affected, per¬ 
haps, more than any other class of 
business by these peaks, as they are 
called. 

For about two hours each day 
practically every kind of electrical 
service is in use at the same time: 
Power for industries; lighting for 
stores and, of course, most of the 
lighting and appliances in the home. 
For the other 22 hours there is an 
easing off in the demand, resulting in 
idle generators and other equipment. 

City Hydro’s costs therefore are 
based on having sufficient capacity in 
power plants, transmission lines, trans¬ 
formers, etc., to take care of this two 
hour peak demand. If some of this 
could be transferred or spread over 
the Other hours of the day, costs 
would be reduced and consequently 
the service so transferred could be 
sold at a lower rate. 

The one class of service that lends 
itself to such an arrangement is the 
domestic water heater. Electricity 
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is supplied continuously for 24 hours 
every day of the year. This represents 
a very large block of power supplied 
during the “rush” hours and if this 
could be transferred, so that the 
service would not be on during that 
time, the interests of our customers 
would be better served by bringing 
the idle machines into use and thus 
affecting great economies in 
operation. 

Science has once again come to the 
rescue and City Hydro has arranged 
to install the latest type of controls 
which will automatically switch water 
heaters off and on during the busy 
hours. In much the same way that 
your radio picks up different programs 
by tuning, electric impulses are sent 
over the ordinary service wires to the 
special switch which will be installed 
on your heater, operating it without 
affecting the other services in the home. 

By increasing the size of the water 
heater, which will be done without 
cost to the customer, the energy not 
used during the “off” period will be 
used during the other 22 hours in¬ 
stead. As a matter of fact, due to 
the plentiful supply available at that 
time, City Hydro proposes to supply 
you with 20% more electricity during 


these hours although the “off” time 
will not exceed 10% in any one day. 
Good news to our customers will be 
the lower cost in spite of the addi¬ 
tional electricity supplied. 

Of course there will be some con¬ 
sumers who may be obtaining more 
hot water than they need with their 
present water heater. In such cases 
the control switch will be installed 
without increasing the size of the 
water heater. These customers will 
receive a substantial reduction in the 
flat rate to compensate for electricity 
not used. For a satisfactory service, 
City Hydro recommends the change 
to a larger size heater. 

Water heater control is to be in¬ 
stalled by districts and it will take 
months, or even years, to cover the 
city. You will be notified in due 
course by letter a few days before 
we make the change in your home, 
and we will appreciate your co-opera¬ 
tion by marking your selection of the 
service required on the instruction 
card. You will then become an “off 
peak” customer and entitled to the 
rate reduction. 

This is another step in Hydro’s 
policy of bringing good service to the 
citizens at lower rates.

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This month, treat your family to 
strawberries, but when buying the 
berries remember the following points 
which will assure you of ripe, luscious 
fruit. Select berries with their caps 
I on, medium to large in size, in a box 
free from stains. Place them in an 
open bowl and store in your electric 
refrigerator, washing only as needed. 
Strawberries carefully selected and 
cared for in this manner keep for days. 
A somewhat different recipe, because 
it requires eggs instead of gelatine, is 
this one for Strawberry Pie which is 
sure to please the folks in your home: 

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 

Strawberry Pie 

Pie crust 2 eggs, separated 

1 quart berries Bread crumbs 

1 cup sugar ^ cup powdered sugar 

Line a pie plate with pastry. 
Sprinkle with grated bread crumbs. 
Fill with berries, hulled, washed and 
I drained. Cover with two egg yolks 
beaten with 1 cup sugar. Bake in a 
quick oven at 42o degrees for twenty 
minutes. Before serving cover with 
a meringue and brown.
